Of this amount 2,500,000,000 are 
produced in the United States, 2,250,000,00in Russia, the remainder is dis- 
tributed among a dozen countries, Austria producing 87,000,000; Sumatra, 72,000,000; 
Java, 30,000,000; Canada, 29,000,000. 

There are two great oil regions in the United States, not counting the Texas 
field. These are the Appalachian and the Tima-Indiana flelds. The first includes 
all of the territory on the northwest flank of the Appalachain Mountains, ex 
tending from southwestern New York, through Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Alabama. 

The Lima-Indiana fields includes all of Indiana and that portion of northwest- 
ern Ohio in the region of the city of Lima. 

‘ Petroleum is also found in lesser quantities in Missouri, Colorado, California, 
Tilinois, Kansas, Wyoming and Indian Territory. 

f In all these fields the production has been decreasing in the past three years

‘The ofl from this range of veins ts known 
to contain pure petroleum, bitumen and par- 
affin., the gulf coast near Sabine lass 
there is a substance found in lumps, like 
wax. which the peopie call ‘sea wax.’ 
When examined this wax is found to con- 
sist of bitumen and paraffin The petrol- 
eum being a thin liquid, is washed out from 
the mixture, leaving the bitumen and par- 
affin as a wax or gum, which is found on 
the beach 

“A second reason for adopting the cyoinion 
stated is that the great bituminous lake 
found in Trinidad, called pitch or coal tar. 
is in the line and direction of the great 
veins. which pass by Beaumont and dip 
under the gulf. Trinidad could have 
source of its own for such a lake, and hence 
it is derived from these great veins.

ART AND COMMERCE. 

The late unpleasantness between a great Swedish painter 
in oll and a great St. Louis trader in oil has aroused a 
discussion of the relations between art and commerce which 
should result in a plan for their harmonization. 

According to the evidence of the great trader in oil the 
artist and the trader are as far apart in views and ways 
as the north and south pole. Instead of working steadily 
and soberly eight hours a day at one job until it was finished, 
as an honest self-respecting tradesman should, the great 
Swedish portrait painter worked only when he felt like it, 
at the job that suited him best and under the inspiration 
of brandy. When urged to correct his work according to 
specifications and measurements he refused to do more than 
take in a pair of legs two inches and a chest three inchcs 
or £0. He insisted upon following the vague ideas of art 
instead of the rule and, square. 

The result was a ruction between art and commerce and the 
consignment to the flames of canvases which cost $12, 

It is evident that something must be done to bring art 
and commerce nearer together. A compromise might be 
effected between eight hours a day and eight hours a week, 
a brandy inspiration and a sober scheme, an artistic biotch 
of paint and a neat job of sign painting, vague art ideas 
and the rule and square. A skillful committee might draw 
up rules and specifications by which a contract might be 
made which would strike the happy mean between a job of 
house painting and the art of a brandied artist.

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LOCAL OPTION IN TAXATION. 


Before finally formulating the constitutional amendment 
separating the sources of state and local revenue it would 
be well to study the proposal for local option in New York.

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¢ STRAUSS AT THE ODEON. * 
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SOSSSOSCOCOOSOSEOSS 
HE four concerts to be given in the 
Odeon Feb. 1, 2 and 3 by Eduard 
Strauss and his orchestra will consti- 
tute an unusual feast of popular orchestral 
music, such as everyone likes to hear and 
as few are ever permitted to hear with a 
large orchestra and a great conductor. 

The notion that a great musician must be 
a startling ignoramus on all subjects but 
music is not true of Eduard Strauss. He 
received an academic education in Vienna 
and also graduated ih the School of Specu- 
lative Philosophy, thereby obtaining a men- 
tal training which has served him well dur- 
ing his professional career as a leader of 
men. 

Like Schumann, Wagner and others who 
have obtained greatness in the musical 
world, he was intended for an entirely dif- 
ferent career and was prepared for the con- 
sular service. Hereditary instincts proved 
to be too much for these plans and he 
turned to music. He made his debut as 
leader of the Strauss Orchestra in 1862 and 
has conducted that organization ever since. 
He is commander, officer and knight of 12 
royal orders and has received presents and 
other honors from 32 different Kings, 
Queens, Emperors, etc. 

He is one of the most industrious musi- 
cians in the world and is a prolific com- 
poser. His music publications include 300 
compositions of his own and 20 arrange- 
ments of operas, concert pieces and songs.

WASHINGTON, Jan 19.—The Senate has 
passed the new army bill, which occupied 
almost its entire attention for 15 days. 

This bill authorizes the increase of the 
army to 100,0@ men, with a minimum of 
50,000, , 

It authorizes the President to appoint 
William R. Shafter major-general and Fitz- 
hugh Lee and James H. Wilson brigadier- 
generals and then to retire them. 

The bill originated in the Senate and 
must be passed by the House before be- 
coming a law. Many serious points of dif- 
ference exist between the two branches of 
Congress. 

The vote was 48 to 23. 

While party lines were drawn on the 
measure, four Democrats voted for it—Sen- 
ators Lindsay of Kentucky, McLaurin of 
South Carolina, Morgan of Alabama and 
Sullivan of Mississippi. Senator Hoar of 
Massachusetts, who was detained at his 
home by iliness, was paired against the 
bill with Senator Spooner of Wisconsin. 

While the opposition to the bill at all 
gtages was Vigorous, it never was bitter. 
Numerous amendments were made to it, 
Dut, in general, the committee was sus- 
tained, and the measure, with the excep- 
tion of the @limination of the canteeen 
clause, is not widely different from that 
we owe to the Senate.

Earl of Dublin, Baron Renfrew and Lord 
of the Isies. His only Christian names are 
Albert Edward, fewer than is usual with 
royal persons.

Ile has mace more epeeches than any man in the world, but mostly short 
Hie owns the deepest mine in England. 

lie was the first Christian to dine with the Sultan of Turkey. 

He never allows a typewriter in his house. 

Iie spends $5000 a year for telegrams. 

He allows only two knives and forks to each guest at bis table. 

He is a colonel eight times over. 

He has one private secretary, two assistant secretaries and a staff of clerks 
lie receives 200 letters a day, and answers most of them. 

Every minute of his time in London is spent according to echedule. 

He has every order of knighthood in Europe. 

His uniforms are worth §75,000. 

He is a fleld marshal and an admiral, 

He is a chief horse owner, dog owner and yachtsman in England. 

He goes to church every Sunday morning. 

He never goes to the races on Sunday. 

He started life with an income of $550,000 a year. 

He says be has no debts. 

He loves to travel incognito in Paris. 

He buys hundreds of theater tickets withont using them. 
His favorite vehicle in London is a hansom cab, yet his stables cost $75,000 a year. 
Iie thinks his nephew, the German Emperor, is too sensational. 

He has friends of every nation, and speaks German, French, Italian and Russian. 
Iils life was once attempted by an assassin. 
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, The oft-repeated declaration that the 
Prince of Wales is the Dest all-round sport 
in the world is rather sucprisiny when one 
looks into his early training As a little tel- 
low he was secluded trom the public «as 
much as possible tn order not to exeite his 
vanity. His first moverness was lady Little- 
ton, Mr. Gladstone's sister. His education 
was a matter of cors'derable discussion. 
Numerous bishons were consulted. ‘They 
were unanimous that the prince shenld b 
Biven an education wholly Mogiish 
Strictly moral. His traveinzg began 
he was years ot Hiis first went 
Ireland, and his impressions of the trish 
pecple were such at that time he has never 
ceased to indicate a great liking for them. 
in i865 the prince accompanied his parents 
to Paris.

' In 1861 the Prince became an undergrad- 
vate of Trinity College, Cambridge.

Shortiy after this the Prince Consort 
contrgected his mortal illness. Had he lived 
it is probable that Bertie’'s strict education 
would have been more thoroughly carried 
out, and he might have grown up less of 
a pleasure lover. The Prince was terribly 
prostrated with grief at his father’s death, 
and could not be roused from it for weeks 

Next vear the Prince took a trip up the 
Nile with Dean Stanley.

From Egypt he 
passed on to the Holy Land, which he 
viewed with becoming emotion. 

Feb. 5, 1863, the prince was married to 
the Princess Alexandra of Denmark, who 
has since become the most popular woman 
in England. Parliament voted £20,000 a 
year for the prince and $50,000 for the bride. 

he young couple began housekeeping on a 
comfortable income of $550,000 a year. Out 
of the prince's income during his minority, 
moreover, the Prince Consort had saved 
enough to purchase the fine country estate 
of Sandringham, in Norfolk. The young 
couple took Marlborough house, London, 
for a town house. 

He made his famous tour of India In 1575. 
He took $200,000 with him, to be spent in 

resents. His first appearance was made in 

ombay, on a splendidly, caparisoned ele- 
swhant. In India he talked with seven thugs, 
illied tigers and brought home a menagerie, 
which is still living at Sandringham. 

For many vears after’ this the prince's 
life was uneventful, according to his of- 
ficial biographer. It was spent in laying 
foundation stones and making speeches, as 
far as the public part was concerned. 
Among other things he opened was the 
Forth bridge.

When it was called Mr. Nichols 
presented a statement showing a balance 
of $241,003.78. Mr. Hanley filed formal ex- 
ceptions to the settlement. They were 
based on statements that the $7000 judg- 
men remains unpaid and that Ryans is a 
non-resident and had not been served with 
proper notice. 

After hearing the arguments Judge Hen- 
derson set aside the final settlement and 
ordered the executors to pay into court 
$15,000 to satisfy the Ryans claim in case 
it should be sustained by the Supreme 
Court, and also against any other possible 
claims. 

Mr. Boogher said Dr. Bradford had taken 
Ryans around the world with him and had 
given a house to his wife.

MUST TREAT CHINA “WHITE.” 


DOOR OF COMMERCE MUST OPEN 
* BOTH WAYS. 


Distinguished Chinese Diplomat Is an 
Entertaining. Guest at a Banquet 
at Which He Pronounces 
St. Louis Great. 


Wu Ting Fang, Chinese minister, was the 
guest of honor of the Commercial Club at 
a banquet in the home of the St. Louis 
Club last night. Like Julius Cesar, he came 
and saw and conquered. Add speech to the 
Cesarean list and the secret of Wu's con- 
quest is told. 

Mr. Wu spoke for an hour, deliberately 
and in the manner of a man meaning what 
he said. With delicious candor, he in- 
formed Americans that they needed more

Louis banquet hall except the decorations.

The feature which | 
most interested him was the porte-cochere, 
and in the concluding passages of his 
speech he referred, with admiration which 
he was unable to keep pent up, to the 
greatness of a city which could build 
houses with portes-cochers. 
Apparently the porte-cochere in 
architecture was the chef-d'ouvre, so to 
speak, of achievements, an impress of 
which Mr. Wu will carry away with him. 

The ambassador's address was, in effect, 
a play for reciprocity. He said in plain 
terms that America, if she expects to trade 
profitably with China, must treat China 
“white.”” America must not expect the 
open door in China with the shut door in 
America. 

That was the gist of the distinguished

“Il remember that not many years ago 
when I was in charge of the first railroad 
in China, we found that we could get ma- 
chea aper in Europe than in Amerti- 
ca. Now I find that you can undersell Eu- 
rope in locomotives and are sending engines 
to Europe. This shows what a wonderful 
peop'e you are. 

he question fs, how to secure your prop- 
er share of the trade with China. You have 
the best goods, but in doing business in 

China you must study the conditions so 
that you can succeed. You must remem- 
ber that, In China, we have a different ed- 
ucation from what you have here. Chinese 
Merchants as a rule are honest; they are 
commercially honest—of their commercial 
honesty there is no doubt. Once get their 
confidence and they will always deal with 
you and be your friends.’ 

‘In different parts of China, German 
firms have been successful. Gentlemen, 
there is a thing you have to find out.

Almost one-half of the re- 
mainder is already subscribed for through 
the devoted efforts of Mrs. James A.

from home.

Bridge, whose daughter, Miss Mary 
Bridge, is now Mrs. N. C. Chapman; Mrs. 
P. T. McCreery, who had a daughter, Mary; 
Mr. Wayman Crow, the father of a Mary, 
and Mr. George Partridge, the only one 
without that name in his family. Mr. 
George KE. Leighton, a son-in-law of Mr. 
ridge, inherited the latter's love for Mary 
institute and desire to foster its interests, 
Mary is therefore a very popular name at 
Mary Institute and many Marys have come 
and gone to carry its fame abroad the land.

liye standard for graduation is practi- 
bi cally the standard for admission to 
the best colleges for women. This 
does nut mean that every graduate of high 
standing can enter college; fur some grad- 
uates elect studies which the colleges dud 
not require and pay no attention to other 
branches which are indispensable to col- 
lege preparation. But it does mean that in 
every depariment the instruction given is 
at least 48 advanced as the colleges de- 
mand; and in some departments it is high- 
er than the college standard. Accordingly, 
any Mary Institute girl of high standing 
can easily conform her course to the col- 
lege requirements. 


Some choice between different studies is 
allowed to the older girls of the school; 
but no candidate for a diploma is permitted 
to leave the more difficult branches out of 
her course. It is firmly held that no course 
of study should be crowned with a diploma 
unless it should include those branches that 
train the powers of reasoning and imagina- 
tion. The opposite view is indead now ad- 
vocated, and some educational authorities 
Widintain that the elective system will 
soon be introduced into our high schools as 
widely as it has already been introduced 
into our universities; and that high school 
diplomas will be given for proficiency in 
individual studies and not for the comple- 
tion of a well-roundéd and varied course. 
And that this is to be one of the important 
educational changes of the future is en- 
tirely possible. Prevailing theories as to 
the value of freedom to the individual 
may well prepare us for such a movement. 
But it is the present policy of the institute 
to resist such a change in the interest: of 
sound education. It is impossible to be- 
lieve that an unrestricted elective system 
in our high schools would not lead to grave 
abuses and prevent a strong mental growth 
in the case of self-indulgent pupils. 


Mental growth, not utility, is held to be 
the prime end of school education. Ac- 
cordingly, the intellectual side of instruction 
is always valued above the utilitarian. At 
the same time the importance of sewing, 
cooking and alt the various branches of do- 
mestic science ts fully recognized, as is also 
the fact that these and other kinds of

When the institute Is es- 
tablished in its new quarters its numbers 
will be strictly limited to 400, there being 
a number of reasons why a school of that 
size is better than a larger one. It is more 
compact and more easily managed; it 
means a building with shorter distances to 
be traversed, and at the same time it re- 
quires a faculty large enough to maintain 
the requisite degree of specialization. 


The new building will, as to its interfor, 
repeat the general design of the present 
one; but it will have only two stories, in or- 
der to prevent stair-climbing; its rooms will 
be more spacious and more carefully 
planned; its wardrobes and lavatories will 
be light and airy; and in its basement wil! 
be ample provision for some departments 
that are now badly congested. Here will be 
a lunch room large enough to make crowd- 
ing unnecessary, and here will be com- 
modious quarters for the department of do- 
mestic science. It is expected that this 
branch will have a new developmént under 
these conditions. Here also will be a large 
bicycle room for the use of those who come 
to school in the mild spring or autumn days 
upon their wheels. In one wing of the 
building will bea spacious gymnasium, 
provided with lockers and bath rooms and 
thus fitted for active work as well as for 
light calisthenics. And deserving of, spe- 
cial mention is the alumnae room, 
will have a central and commanding posi- 
tion on the second fleor, and will afford the 
graduates a convenient and attractive place 
for business meetings and social gatherings.

STRANGE MEXICAN SAVAGES 
BURY MARRIAGEABLE WOMEN. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10. 
Bpecial Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 

HE Cocopas, a very queer people, liv- 
ing in the valley of the Colorado riv- 
er—partly in Lower California and 

partly in Mexico—have just been brought 
to light by Prof. W. J. McGee, the well- 
known ethnologist of this city. He had just 
returned from an interesting visit among 
them when he chatted with me a day or 
two ago. Heo Is the first scientific man who 
has studied them and noted their remark- 
able customs. He gives the following ac- 
count of these strange people: 


By PROFESSOR W. J. M’GEE. 

ROSSING the Mexican boundary at 
Santo Domingo, we struck out as 
directly as might be for the Te- 

poka country, 150 miles below. The next 
water was at Quitobac, a Papago village 35 
miles distant, and there we found warm 
mineral springs. Thirty miles further south- 
ward we found Cozon, another village of 


the Papagoes. Then we passed on to a lit- 
tle stamp mill known as Las Tajitas, and 
from there to Caborea, the westernmost 
town of the river of Northern Sonora 
known as Rio Ban Ignacio or Rio Altar. 
At Caborea five years ago I had learned 
that the Tepokas Indians were stil] extant, 
80 miles down on the Gulf of California 
coast. So I now pushed down into their 
alleged country by a four days’ journey. 
I found remains of their huts and some ac- 
cumulations of sheils, and from what I 
saw roughly estimated that the Tepokas 
must have been extinct or have departed 10 
years ago. We then returned to Santo Do- 
mingo. 

We next struck westward along the 
boundary line, taking the old Yuma trail, 
the ancient highway of communication be- 
/ tween Mexico and California. We were now 


7 ‘taced by a 9-mile jaunt without a spot 


. which offered water. Half the distance 
\ Was over exceedingly heavy sand and a 
‘quarter was over volcanic flows. We had 
three successive dry camps, and it was 
noon of the fourth day before we struck 
water. It happened to be humid and stormy 
and our blankets were wet the whole dis- 
tance. Two days and another dry camp 
brought us to Yuma, at the affluence of the 
Colorado and Gila. We outfitted and went 
down the Colorado 70 miles by road to a 
place sometimes called Colonia Lerdo, 
where the Cocopa people live. 

The Cocopas greatly surprised me. _ Liv- 
ing so near to the Gulf I supposed, of 
course, that they were fishing people. i 
found them essentially agricultural. They 
were oultivating corn, beans, peas and 
equashes; were harvesting five different 


kinds of grasses for their seeds. They had 


located their little farms according to the, 
caprice of the floods, frequently occurring | 


in this valley. They professed to be strong- 
ly inimical to the Mexican government and 


to be anxious to emigrate to the L'nited 
States. 

The Cocopas are generally of fine phy- 
sique. The men are tall and robust. I meas- 
ured one and found him to stand 6 feet 6 


Their skins are dark. They have very large 
feet, notable for the fact that the middie 
toes are invariably the longest. I the 
big fellow whom I measured run barefooted 
over a patch of sharp stubble left by stalks 
of the cat tall fag, which had been burned 
lie was hunting wild hogs. It was common 
to see the men come to our campfire and 
poke the coals with their naked toes. 
fellow had thus burned all of his toenails 
black, although his feet were otherwise un- 


Saw 


injured. The toes of these peopie are re- 
markable also on account of their nimble- 
ness. I saw one man pick up a red-hot 


coal with his foot to light his cigarette. An- 
other, walking along a road, thus clutched 
a stick which he wanted to use fora cane. 
He raised it to his hand and continued on 
his way. I gave a child a lump of sugar; 
he dropped it, but the nimble toes caught 
it and brought !t to his hand. 

The burial customs of the Cocopas are 
very interesting. Upon the death of one of 
the tribe his kinsmen all cut their long hair 
to a shortness proportionate to the close- 
ness of the relationship of each to the de- 
ceased. If the dead should be possessed of 
property it is given away to the different 
members of the tribe, but never to his rel- 
atives. This is a clever device to prevent a 
family dispute as to ownership of any of 
the property. Many primitive people have 
taken such precaution against the possible 
division of a household against itself, as, 
for instance, the mother-in-law taboo of 
certain Indian tribes. This prevents any 
exchange of words and any association 
whatever between mother-in-law and child- 
in-law. 

These people are ostensibly monogamous. 
Of their polygamy, in which state they for- 
merly lived openly, there are yet traces, 
kept in the background out of deference to 
the Mexican law. 

They have prescribed a strange ordeal 
which must be undergone by every Cocopa 
girl before she can be considered to be mar- 
riageable. When she is ready to take a hus- 
band @ hole is dug in the ground, and in it 
is built a fire, kept burning until the sur- 
rounding earth has been thoroughly 
warmed. The fire is then extinguished and 
the bride-elect placed in the pit. She is 
buried to her neck, and in this condition is 
left standing over night. After being dug 
out the next morning she is ready for the 
connublal state. 

Each Cocopa family is bound by a strict 
law pertaining to property rights. Strictly 
domestic property belongs to the woman, 
farmstead property to the man.

North Arkansas is not rich tn railroads, 
but it will be much better equipped in this 
wise at the end of the present year. Be-

line now in projection, which bids fair 
in importance any other Im the 
world, has been almost wholly overlooked. 

By this route it is propowed for the first 
provice direct tranaportation by 
| rail from India to Kurepe. The commercial 
| such a line wlll be under- 
| stood when it is stated that the distance 
_ between the markets of Europe and Central 
India would be shortened by at least five 
days, and when it is added that caravans 
of camels have traversed the proposed route 
for thousands of vears. 

India is now covered by a network of rail- 
roads, which, designed in the first instance 
for military purposes, extend within a few 
miles of the borders of Afkhanistan, South- 
ern Asiatic Russia, a region of vast and 
growing wealth, is likewise provided with 
railways, reaching almost to the northwest- 
ern boundaries of Afghanistan. Watched 
on the one side by the Russian bear and 
on the other by the British lion are the 
territories of the Ameer-—the buffer state 
between the Oriental dominions of the 
world’s greatest empires. The proposed 
road will be a connecting link between 
India and Russia. 

Col. Sir T. H. Holdich, a member of the 
Russv-Afghan boundary commission and @ 
well known engineering expert, recently ad- 
dressed the British Assectation. After dis- 
cussing in detail the various routes pro- 
posed, Col. Holdich declared himeelf tn fav- 
or of a line from Kouch to Kandahar via 
Herat. That portion of the line between 
Kouch and Chaman, a territory over 800 
kilometers in length, presented no technical 
difficulties of Importance, he declared; the 
contour of the country being favorably dis- 
| posed for the purpose. In his opinion the 
| Tesistance which will infailibly be made by 
ithe Ameer of Afghanistan can be easily 
|overcome, should Russia and England ar- 
| rive atan agreement, and he though the op- 
‘position to the progress of civilization would 
| be less determined than that maintained so 
long by China and other Oriental countries. 
He advised, in fact, that the political and 
‘financial arrangements be effected first, and 
‘that the concessidn be sought afterward. 
Replying to the objection of military men 
{ that such a railroad as that in projection 
would give easy access to India to the 
armies of the Czar, he assured them that 
the natural.defensive position of the Indian 
terminus were so powerful that the road 
would not enable the Russians to assembie 
force enough to make a successful attack. 
The new road tnstead of causing political 
complications between the two countries 
would, by facilitating commercial relations, 
bring about a better understanding ,and the 
mutual advantages would be so great as to

Poulin of Normandy. Within a few weeks 
after the ceremony her husband was or- 
dered to Manila. It was many months, 
owing to army regulations, before she 
could obtain permission to follow him 
When she arrived in Manila she found that 
her husband was stationed far away, and 
took @ steamer to San Fernando, the near- 
est port to his station, which is inland. No 
word has been teceived from her since she 
left Manila. 

Mrs. Bel! has written to St. Louls severa! 
letters descriptive of her voyage, portions 
ef which are here reproduced: 

Honolulu, Nov. 10.—It is useless for me 
to attempt to describe the view as we 
steamed into the harbor.

We signaled and sent up rockets to get an 
answer from a gunboat supposed to be 
stationed here with 200 marines. We got no 


answer, much to the surprise of the cap- 
tain, who finally ordered a boat lowered. It 
was sent ashore with 12 sacks of mall, 


which we came 500 miles out of our way to 
deliver to these marines. 

Imagine their surprise on landing to learn 
that on the 13th a terrible typhoon swept 
these parts. The people are totally with- 
out provisions, everything being on the 
boat that went down. So we are obliged 
to remain here a few days until the arrival! 
of the Solace, which is laden with supplies 
for these people 

Guam, as it lies before us, ts a pretty ts- 


land, very hilly and green. The natives 
live on fish, cocoanuts, oranges and ba- 
nanas. I wish we would land, as I like to 


say I set my feet on Guam Island. 


On Board Sherman, Nov. %.—After giv- 
ing the marines provisions, we started 
away from Guam about 4:30 and no one re- 
gretted it as the heat there was stifilng.

elected by the Norwegtan storthing, will 
select the person who Is to be rewarded for 
his endeavors to put an end to war among 
civilized nations.

Furthermore, every written work must 
have been published by means of the print- 
ing press, and if none of the works offered 
in competition possesses the necessary nigh 
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standard the sum total of the prizes will

C. Hulewicz of Paris, 
came to Warsaw for an interview. Sienkie- 
wicz consented and talked of the many in- 
teresting things which are told on this page.

At one time it was thought that the Mar- 
quise de Castiglione would be the pompa- 
dour of the empire. But her favor was 
evanescent and her influence wil. 

On the contrary, Helene Bsclande, a 
peasant lass of good looks and natural! in- 
telligence, becamg within three months the 
woman most powerful and dreaded in the 
court and realm. 

Little did she dream—simple milkmaid 
that she was—that the tall officer that met 
her in the wood lane one 
stopped for an instant to chat with her, 
would return the same night with a car- 
riage and four determined, reliable com- 
panions. 

Resistance would have been useless, but 
she offered no resistance—quite pleased, on 
the contrary, at the romantic adventure.

She hed become an actra@ss of merit 
anyway, and when she finally ¢hoge to re- 
turn to Paris and play there she took the 
capital by storm and in three days was the 
most furiously idolized wom on the 
stage. 

The enthusiasm was such that the Em- 
press who, under the new Dame and 
changed appearance had fafled'to suspect 
the young favorite of a few years before, 
sent for the actress to give a private reci- 
tal. 

The Emperor was there. He, like his au- 
gust spouse and the rest of the brilliant 
assembly, then recognized= the Helene 
he had loved. Immediately the old passion 
returned, more overpowering than before. 
The reinstallation of the favorite at the 
Tuilleries palace was the scandal of the 
year and threatened to breed serious politi- 
cal complications.

Hewitt, former mayor of New York, who 

has recently returned from Paris after a 

course of treatment by Dr. Robart, which 
has greatly improved his health. 

Mr. Hew:tt has for some years been quite 
feeble, but is at present in good health, 
considering his advanced age. 

Dr. Robart of Paris, who first used this 
mew form of medical panacea, stands a 
chance to become as famous as were Dr. 
Mrown-Sequard and Dr. Koch, who before 
him experimented along similar lines. 

One hundred years more and a race of 
Methuselahs may spring into being. After 
that a life of 600 years will be nothing out- 
side the natural limit. 

The famous Prof. Virchow of Berlin an- 
nounced at the International Medical Con- 
Gress at Moscow in 1897 that he considered 
it possible to find the secret of life. Nicola 
Tesla long ago pointed out that disease 
‘was Unnecessary, and stated that death 
might be postponed for centuries. 

The use of glycero-phosphate of sodium is 
mot altogether new in medical §  secience 
The value of phosphate as a tissue-restor- 
ing agent has long been known. Especially 
is phosphorous valuable in rebuilding 
brokep-down mental organs. Sait has long 

employed for injection into the biood 
for the purpose of restoring natural circu- 
ation. Normal salt solution has long been 
| thrown directly into exhausted blood ves-

nounced himself as a warm personal friend 
of Richard the Lion-Hearted. 

His knowledge of history equipped him to 
answer questions which made persons of 
easy faith believe in his antiquity. 

Cagliostro, whose real name was Joseph 
Balsamo, traveled throughout Europe sell- 
ing his elixir of life. He performed some 
wonderful cures, which were, of course, on 
the same order of efficiency as the work 
of the Christian Scientist of today. ‘‘Be- 
lieve and you are cured’ was his motto. 

But Cagliéstro died in 1798. He had become 
involved in the famous affair of the Dia- 
mond Necklace and had been thrown. into 
the Bastile. Afterward he was incarcerated 
in the Castle of St. Angelo at Rome, where 
he died, despite his own elixir. 

Dr. Beal in 1868 published in a medical 
journal a treaties on “The Renewal of 
Life.” 

Beal’s theory was hygienic. He taught 
that by proper care of the body life could 
be greatly prolonged. 

The idea in recent years seems to have 
grown in plausibility. Even Tesla has come 
out boldly with the assemion that through 
proper instruments life could be indefinitely 
extended. Virchow predicted that the secret 
would be found before the end of this cen- 


tur 


Prot. Eli Mechnikoff of the Paris Pasteur 
Institute discovered in 1899 certain prepara- 
tions that would prevent, if injected into 
the human body, the breaking-down process 
—or metabolism—which is constantly taking 
place in the human cell structure. While 
following the idea suggested by Brown- 
Bequard, Prof. Mechnikoff made a radical 
departure from the methods introduced by 
his predecessor. 

Brown-Sequard believed that the process 
of decay could be arrested by supplying 
nutriment from healthy tissue correspond- 
ing to the defective part of the patient. For 
instance, if a depleted brain needed rejuve- 
nation the brain substance of an animal in 
a normal state was admiistered through the 
digestive organs. If other portions of the

fail, many other scientists are following out 
his work. 

Were the problem altogether impossible 
of final solution it would have been aban- 
doned long ago. Man clings with tenacity 
to the suggestion furnished by the Tree of 
Life incident in the Bible. Attempts have 
been made to analyze—in a speculative way, 
of course—the fruit which grew ypon this 
tree with a view to discovering its immortal] 
properties. 

E. Arrias of London published in 1868 a 
treatise on the “‘Arbor Vitee,"’ or tree of 
life, attempting to show that the Garden of 
Eden tree had genuine life-giving fruit on 
it. He even advanced the idea that had 
Adam and Eve first partaken of the Tree of 
Life before eating the forbidden fruit they 
might have escaped death and had ample 
time—even to this day, in fact—in which to 
repent their transgression. 

Hermes Trismegistus is possibly the old- 
est person who claimed to have discovered 
that certain medicines would prolong life. 
Taismegistus flourished in Egyptian lore 
ages Yefora the Chrfstian era. 


After him the Greek historian, Zosimus, 
announced that he “had discovered the 
elixir. He died at the age of 50 years, how- 
ever, in the fifth century before Christ. 


The Persian physician Rhazes_  aljgo 
claimed to have found the elixir of life, but 
he also died at an early age M his career. 

Early in the thirteenth century Roger Ba- 
con discovered a serum which was sup- 
posed to have life-prolonging properties. 
Bacon's serum was famous, and there were 
many who had the temerity personally to 
test its qualities. If any of these persons 
are living today, however, they have failed 
to make that fact known. 


Alphonso, the astronomer, announced iis 
belief that an elixir of life was a possible 
thing, but he made no aitempt to prepare 
one. He died in his sixty-third year. 


Ponce de Leon started out from Spain in 
1612, sailing westward, in quest of a cer- 
tain wonderful watercourse whfch he calied 
the “Fountain of Perpetual Youth.’’

Prof. Mechnikoff believes that death 
comes too quickly in the case of the hu- 
man being. He points out that an elephant 
lives 300 years, and states that man should 
live at least 250 years. 

Prof. Mechnikoff has been honored by the 
Institute of France, and is one of the most 
careful scientific investigators of the day. 

Prof. Mechnikoff's theory, briefly stated, 
is as follows: The human body is made up 
of millions of cells which up to a certain 
period of their growth develop and are 
bullt up. 

While the body is young the process is 
ome of accretion and advancement. The 
body of man grows as the tree grows. A4 
@ matter of fact the cells of the human 
body, seen under the microscope, greatly 
resemble vegetable cells. 

If the cells are properly fertilized and 
grow under healthy, normal conditions they 
continue to advance to a certain stage. 
Then a breaking-down process sets in. The 
cells begin to deteriorate. They do not take 
up their proper nourishment. They are 
worn out, The condition known as old age 
is merely the breaking up of cell structure, 
just as the bricks in a building gradually 
decay, bringing down the entire structure. 

There is no reason, maintains Prof. Mech- 
nikoff, why this breaking-down process in 
man should set in as early as it does. He 
sets up no claims to arrest indefinitely me- 
teabolic deterioration. His standpoint is 
that in man this deterioration occurs too 
soon. By injecting his serum into the body 
in such a way that it nourishes the cells 
which would otherwise break down Prof. 
Mechnikoff hopes to avrest for one hundred 
years or more the disintegration of cell 
structure. 

Of course the time would come, even un- 
der the Mechnikoff treatment, when the 
body would find it more restful to die than 
to live on. It is not perhaps the most desir- 
able thing to live forever. Death would then 
be acceptable. The breaking down would 
come with the failure of the cells to take 
up any more of the youth-sustalining elxir. 
Doubtless death in these cases would be 
very sudden. Like Holmes’ ‘“one-horse | 
shay,’’ which fell into powder dust, the 
body would simply dissolve. 

With the exception of the series of Brown- 
Sequard experiments, few lymphs for pro- 
fonging life have been extensively tried un 


human beings. Goat’s lymph has been used 
by physicians in the treatment of insanity, | 
but few preparations have beén used the | 
direct object of which was to lengthen life. | 

Prof. Mechnikoff himself has not carried | 
his work beyond the laboratory stage, and 
has never tried the effect of his serums met 
man. 

His system calls for a special serum for 
each affected organ, and the treatment has 
direct effect upon cells of the body. In or- 
der to carry out his work properly observa- 
tions would have to be carried out over a 
period of many years. The subjects treated 
would have to be carefully guarded and 
protected so that no extraneous accident 
would take them off during the course of 
observations. 

The Brown-Sequard lymph, the Mechni- 
koff serums and the recent apparently suc- 
cessful work of Dr. Robart in the Hewitt 
case represent the main work which has 
been done in the life-prolonging line in mod. 
ern times.

Few things could be more pitiful than 
that his countrymen should permit the gov- 
ernor to kill his lion and still be without 
a full appreciation of the feat. If people are 
not aware of the difficulties and dangers 
attendant upon slaying the beast it is high 
time that with one accord they lift their 
voices to ask: 

“What is a mountain lion?’ 


A mountain lion is variously and abun- 
dantly named. Scientifically, it is the puma 
—leopardus concoler. Indifferently, it is the 
American lion, the mountain lion, the 
panther, the cougar, the carcajou, the goua- 
zouara and the cuguacurana, growing a lit- 
tle larger and fiercer in each name. It its 
the largest of the American cats. It grows 
to a length of six and one-half feet, and 
sometimes weighs as much as 200 pounds. 
It ranges from the Straits of Magellan to 
Canada. Few people know !t by more than 
one of its names; if they call it a panther, 
all the other names belong to some other 
Deast; if they call it a puma, a panther is 
something else; if they call it a cougar, 
they do so to differentiate it from mountain 
lions, panthers and pumas; if they call it a 
cuguacurana, they do so to convince the un- 
knoWing that it is very much larger and 
more to be feared than a panther or any 
other one of the American cats. Yet natural 
historians declare all these to be one and 
the same beast, whose proper name is the 
puma. 

The puma is at times a worthy foeman for 
the flercest rough rider that ever pene- 
trated into the fastnesses of the hills. He 
is a big fellow and crafty, and while he ts 
not particularly seeking trouble with man, 
he is the flercest, fastest fighter of all 
American wild animals when cornered. He 
cannot whip a grizzly bear, but a grizzly 
bear is not In his class, and he is no more 
expected to go out of his class than a prize 
fighter. The puma can climb trees with 
great agility. He can scream in the woods 
at night until cold chills chase each other 
down the solitary mountainéer’s back. It is 
an old story from the Daniel Boone days 
that a puma, known in this part of the 
country as ai painter, or panther, can 
scream just like a woman. 


Audubon is one of many authorities 
whose statements as to the courage of the 
puma make Gov. Roosevelt's feat look like 
a rat-kiiling. Mr. Audubon once saw a lit- 
tle terrier dog, too small to cost his owner 
a dog license, chase a full-grown mountain 
lion all up and down a mountain and put 
him into the top of a hickory tree. He was 
nuts for the terrier. It would be too mean 
to suggost that this is the mountain lion 
Gov. Roosevelt killed. Wood avers in his 
“Antmate Creation’’ that anyone can turn 
upon a puma and look him in the eye until 
the beast will slink away. Why the puma

is so cowardly is not understood, for he is a 
powerful beast, and can kill with a single 
stroke of his huge paw. 

Stories are told of remarkable leaps made 
by mountain lions. Dr. Merriam says the 
distances some of these cover are simply 
incredible. He has seen them leap as far 
as 40 and §& feet. Twenty feet on the level 
is a common jump for a piima. Sheppard 
measured one leap of 60 feet, and saw a 
puma strike a deer in a leap of almost 4 
feet, taking three small leaps and then the 
long jump to the deer, knocking the animal 
arod away. 

The fiesh of the mountain lion ts palata- 
ble food. Those who have eaten it say it is 
white and tender and well flavored. The 
animal does almost all of its preying by 
jumping from ledges and limbs of trees. It 


can hide in the leaves of a tree untfl {t can 
scarce be seen. 
lion from a tree. 

The most expert puma slayers are the 
hunters of the Pampas. They lassoe the 
animals and strangle them by riding around 


them with swift horses. The puma is not, ag | 


many persons think, altogether a mountain 
animal. It is a lover of lowlands, where 
game abounds, and is most fond of the pec- 
cary asa delicacy. It will not attack a man 
unless cornered, but is then a dangerous 
foe. In these days the puma is hunted with 
dogs. In South America the natives slay 
them with the bolas. The puma can kill 
more stock and poultry tn a night than «a 
farmer can raise in a year. A single an- 
imal has been known in a single night te 
kill 60 sheep.

Though Dr. Robert Koch in 1890 made no 
claim to finding an elixir which would pro- 
long life, still he asserted that he had dis- 
covered something which would cure con- 
sumption. He found the bacillus of con- 
sumption, and announced the fact that he 
had made a serum in which this germ 
could not live. By injecting this Into con- 
sumptives their lives would, of course, be 
prolonged. 

Though Dr. Koch never went so far as 
to try to find a life-prolonging substance, 


still the line of his research potnted to the | 
ultimate idea of finding a universal elixir. 

If he could discover the germ of consump- 
tion there was no reason why he could not 
discover the bacilli of other diseases, and 
by eliminating them all the health of the 
body could be perpetuated. , 

By the studies of Mechnikoff an elixir of 
life has been demonstrated to be practical, 
so far as laboratory work is concerned. It 
only remains*now to apply the laboratory 
work under flelds of operation.

Mr. Atwell's extends over a period of nearly 
thirty-five years. 

During twenty years of that time Mr.

County, and many of the 700 ceremonies at 
which he officiated were performed in his 
office, yet nevefin his life has he offered 
his services to a couple seeking marriage, 
although he has issued several theusand 
licenses. Everybody in this country knows 
“Sam” Atwell and his kindly character, 
and hundreds of young people have sought 
him out to have him perform the ceremony 
which was to unite them for life. 

Mr. Atwell is a Baptist minister. During 
the Civil War he was an army captain. 
Since he was ordained a preacher in 1866 
he has officiated at many weddings notable 
in this section. 

Among others he officiated at the wed- 
ding of the now venerable John H. Mulkey, 
former Chief Justice of the Illinois Supreme 
Court, who resides here. 

In many instances Mr. Atwell has married 
the children of couples who were united by 
him years ago.

ITHIN the past year Omar D. Gray, 
editor and publisher of the Stur- 
geon Leader, has built 160 miles of 


telephone lines from his newspaper office 
to several small towns in this part of 
Boone County, and to the homes of hun- 
dreds of farmers along the highways. 

ror $12 a year he runs a wire to any 
farmers home in reasopable distance of 
of his feed lines, puts in a "phone and 
‘Kives the sgubseriber full service over the 
entire system of the New Century Tele- 
phone Co, 

The selection of a name for the telephone 
company seems happy, for it is prophetie 
of what the new century may do for the 
farmer. 

Heretofore the farmer has been shut off 
from @¢iugnamunicatiin with his fellows ex- 
fept by slow travel over roads frequently 
in bad condition. Now, in that part of 
Koone County covered by the New Century 
telephone system, at any rate, the agri- 
culturist and his family may stand by their 
own hearth and talk to the town folks or 
to the neighbors or relatives many miles 
away. it is revdlulionary. 

Editor Gray really bullded better than 
he knew. He has the idea that it is the mis- 
sion of a country paper to give all the news 
ail the time. For 11 years he tried every 
method and means now in vogue with 
ountry publishers to obtain the news hap- 
penings in the territory tributary to Stur- 
geon. The resuit did not satisfy him, and 
he hit upon the plan of running telephone 
wires from his efiice to-a few important 
pointe. Now, at the end of a year, he has 
organized @ company with a capitalization 
of $10,000 and a plant in which is invested 
several thousand dollars already, and it is 
constantly branching out. 

The demand for telephones tn the coun- 
try district surprised Mr. Gray, but betng

just five miles west of here, I succeeded in 
interesting T. KR. Morris, ex-postmaster, at 
that time in the lumber business. This was 
in July, 1889. The next week Morris and I 
were bullding that line. 

lI had an idea that I could best gather 
the news in Clark if 1 had a telephone line 
between Sturgeon and Clark. | had about 
two hundred readers receiving their papers 
at that office. I wanted at least to try the 
experiment, but there was one obstacle in 
the way. I did not have the time to plan 
the line, buy the poles, and superintend the 
bullding of the line, so for that reason |! 
interested Mr. Morrie. He had studied the 
work. In a few weeks that line wag com- 
pieted, and I was getting all the news from 
that section. 

The idea never occurred to me that | 
would be forced into the telephone business, 
but such was the case, The line had harda- 
ly been completed before a dosen farmers 
wanted telephones, The question came up 
about 4 yearly rental charge, and hy some 
sort of calculation Mr. Morris and I decidcd 
to charge $12 a year, the money to be paid 
in advance in every instance 

Willlam Rice and James Rice were 
first farmers on the line. Then came T. J. 
(arr, Michael Spelman, Dennis Spelmaii, 
W. H,. and R. M. Fountain—all prosperous 
stock dealers and farmers 

L. ©. Green, who lived four miles south 
of Sturgeon, wanted some means of com- 
municating with his partner, R. M. Foun- 
tain, who wae on the Sturgeon and Clark 
line. To acoommedate him a line was built 
to Riggs. eight miles seuthwest of town. 
Within a month after the finishing of that 
lina such men as John W. Barnes, A. 
Wayne, Judge 8. N. Woods, George Boothe 
and J. P. Seymour had ordered telephones, 
Now, bear in mind that all of these tele- 
phones were connected on one wire extend- 
ing 13 miles. A serious problem soon con- 
fronted us. Soon 40 farmers were on this 
one wire and one could no more carry on a 
conversation with any degree of pleasure 
than one could fly. Each farmer had aq dif- 
ferent ring by which he answered the 
‘phone. Something must be done at once 
No telephone was strong enough to ring 
through 18 other ‘phones, so that when a 
man on the Riggs line wanted to get a man 
on the Clark line he would call someone 
living half way and the half-way man 
would call the person desired. Thus each 
subscriber was his own “‘central’’ and had 
to do all the work. Had we had no other 
expense than that of putting up the lines 
and ‘phones we would have gotten a good 
profit out of it In time at $12 a year per 
subscriber, provided, we could have se- 
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cured subscribers enough. 


All this occurred in September, 1899, and :

Finally we bought a

“Of Interest to Telephone Subscribers.”’ In 
this column I tell who are the new sub- 
ecribers, give instructions and any news I 
think will interest them. 

The farmers are the best pleased people 
on earth. Before the telephone made its 
appearance in the houses of the farmers the 
farm was a loesome place. Now the farmer 
is the best posted man in the community. 
Let me tell you about it. 

The afternoon edition of the Post-Dis- 
patch reaches Sturgeon at 5:40 and the local 
agent hurries with a copy to the Leader

office, where is also located the telephone 
office. A few minutes later the night op- 
erator at central rings ‘10 shorts” on the 
country lines and connects together 20 
farmers. AS soon as quiet has been re- 
stored, in a clear voice, that can be heard 
over .the entire system, the operator tells 
his audience about the stock markets “at 
Chicago, St. Louis; St. Joseph, Kansas City 
and Omaha. He informs them of the num- 
ber of cattle, hogs and sheep in the, market 
that day, the prices they brought and the 
number expected the next day. He reads 
the weather predictions and then turns to 
the news columns and reads the headlines. 

A year ago the farmer was not posted on 
the markets and he had to rely for in- 
formation on the man to whom he sold his 
cattle, sheep and hogs. Sometimes the mar- 
ket would rise a few cents and the stock- 
buyer would rush into the country and gob- 
ble up’ stuff and ‘make a killing.’ Now 
the farmer is just as well posted as the 
man to whom he sells, for he gets the latest 
news from the Post-Dispatch over his 


‘phone withgut waiting to come to town for 
his mail man, sett afternoon. 

Take the late election. The telephone com- 
pany purchased the service from the West- 


ern Union on the night of election day and 
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bed. Now is the time for the young folks 
to enjoy themselves.

By COL. THOMAS SHELDON 


WAS a happy man in those days, a pros- 
perous cotton planter of many acres, 


possessiong a4 fine a body of slaves as 


ever worked for one master. But all this 
had become mine through inheritance, and 
I was‘not so happy on their account as I 
was oyer something which I knew I had 
gained by my Own: individual efforts. 

This was my wife—so young and glorious. 
When she first came into the old plantation 
house how’ different everything seemed' 

I gave up all the bad habits which as a 
yvouth 1 had acquired—never, I thought, te 
regain their’ mastery, for how could a man 
cause such’a wife as she to be sad? 

Rut my happiness was of short duration. 
One mofning less than a year from thé time 
that she first tripped up the long stairway 
she was carried down in her coffin. 

] ean never forget that morning! It was 
burning hot. The steamy haze of a sum- 
mers day was just rising from the fields 
as the little cortege left for the burying 
ground. 


From the slaves’ quariers came the wails 
of the wamen and the sobs of the men, for 
thevall laved their young mistress: and I?— 
1 was the only one cool and resigned. My

HE custom of mourning is as old as 
ij the “old; old fashion, Death.’ lever 

‘@inee Biblical da¥s, when sackcloth 
and ashes were the prevailing modes, man 
has sought to express by some outward sign 
his inward sorrow. Its origin is prehistoric. 
“Abraham mourned Sarah three score days 
and ten.’ Ih China, the oldest nation in 
the world, it is one of thé most ancient cus- 
toms. Throughout all ages and nations 
mourning of some fashion prevailed. 

The Chinese ahd Japanese wear white, 
emblematical of the purity of the soul, and 
ng one. whether he be of high or low rank, 
dare deviaie from .tthe custom. 

The Keyptiane wear yellow, in allusion to 
the fact of the decay of the leaf; the Ethio- 
pians brown, symbolizing the return of the 
body tg its native earth. The ancient Egyp- 
tians in cage of loss of death quitted their 
ahodes and abstained from the comforts of 
life for sixty or seventy days. 

This niode was also followed by the 
Greeks, and is nowadays in a modified form 
by civilized, nations, where the inhabitants 
avold banquets and entertainments and se-

Spain the mourning is not confined to the 
wearing of a darkened garb alone, but the 
widow's rooms are draped in black fof one 
year, and after the lapse of that time in 
gray. 

In France the Code provides that the 
widow must don weeds and wear them for 
exactly one year and six months. 

In the United States there are no arbi- 
trary laws or fixed rules, or even settled 
customs either as to the length of time the 
mourning should be worn or as to the ex- 
tent in which it should be assumed. But 
there is a certain etiquette which is usually 
followed in ‘England, and, of course, fol- 
lowed in America. 

As in the laws and in the code of morals 
men have more liberal rules and provisions 
provided for their actions, so in the eti- 
quette of mourning decrees the period is 
shorter and the depth of color is less for 
men than for the fairer sex. Even widow- 
ers are not expected to seclude themselves 
for as long a time as widows, and though

the proper period for them to wear the liv- 
ery of woe is two years they frequently 
seek most substantial consolation befvre 
that period elapses. 

It is not an uncommon sight to see a man 
arrayed as Solomon in all his glory as to 
trousers, coat and waistcoat, while his hat- 
band bears in strange incongruity the dis- 
mal token of the widower. It would be bet- 
ter to ignore the custom altogether, as do 
the Quakers, than to resort to such a 
makeshift, and this article is not Intended 
for those forced by stupidity or poverty to 
make such blunders, but for the man of 
taste and means who desires to conform 
to an ancient and worthy custom.

This number of suicides alfows 28 for each 
day in the year and a few over. 

There has been one-tenth per cent in- 
crease in the number of legal hangings 
since 1890, the ‘proportion of population re- 
maining the same; one-tenth per cent de- 
crease in lynchings since the game date, 
but one-tenth Increase in the same violent 
punishment between 1899 and 1900. 

Lynching shows 107 cases in the South (all 
of colored people), against elght (all white) 
in the North. Eighty persons were legally 
hanged in the South, 39 in the North. 

One lynching and one hanging every three 
days is certainly a generous allowance even 
for a country of 78,000,000 persons. 

Race hatred is the cause of many crimes

and their punishment in defiance of the 
law. Thus 10 persons were killed for no 
other cause than race prejudice in the South 
last year. 

The crimes against property involve mill- 
fons of dollars. In 1882 was the smallest loss 
by bank-wrecking, $2,000,000, and in 1884 the 
largest, $25,234,112. Thus it is not the !In- 
crease in population or in material wealth 
which is responsible for this addition to 
crimes aganst property. 

The largest thieving is done by bank of- 
ficials, the second largest by public serv- 
ants: the smallest;by postmasters. Thé 
handling of large sums of money is the 
most direct temptation. After this comes 
the opportunity ,f6r, stealing the public 
money—money which belongs to nobody be- 
cause it belongs, taggverybody.

T will be mostly mental, the evolution 
of a better and finer brain.

in his body. And yet some physical changes 
are still going on. Man will probably lose 
some of his teeth, there being not the use 
for them that there was, and there are 
signs that the little toes will also disap-

these changes are of smal! significance 
compared with our mental development. 

Life was never more complex than it is 
tuday and thére is no prophesying the exact 
lines of future development. Man at pres- 
ent seems to be developing or retrograding 
in masses—by nations, and yet under very 
different influences. Here in Germany the 
tendency is all toward the centralization of 
power in the government, the removal of 
individual responsibility and the working 
together of large masses of men as one 
man. In America the tendency has been 
different; there the individual is developed; 
he has great powers and responsibilities— 
the man is the unit. Who shall say how 
these great influences will work? 


I believe that the nineteenth century has 
been the golden era of gcience—that there 
will never again be so many discoveries cf 
profound importance. 

Indeed, I am of the opinion that there 
are no more great universal generalizations 
to be made, like the law of the conserva- 
tiun of energy, the attraction of gravita- 
tion and the theory of natural evolution. 
I think the work of future scientists will 
deal largely with the application of the 

t principles and generalisations already 
well xnown. By this I de net meas

that wonderful new ecientifie Giscoveries 
will not be made, but that they will net 
have the profound importance ef these 
fundamental laws.
